I heartily second all of your comments about the current state of this 
echo! 


I haven't checked out the so-called "newsgroup" mentioned, but from the 
many comments made here about it I don't think I want to. 


It sounds to me like it is a cyberspace mirror image of today's ham radio, 
and I've got my doubts about THAT! 


I used to be a very active operator, but that's changed. In the beginning 
I attributed that change to changes in the tempo of my life (i.e., less time 
to cruise the bottom 25 KHz of 7 MHz looking for DX). Nowadays I seldom have 
the urge to even light off the transmitter filiments, let alone join in. 


I finally had to face it; the character of ham radio has changed, and I 
don't much care for some of the changes. 


I'm NOT going to start another long winded, sanctimonious debate about the 
"no code" licenses, or the lowering of operator standards; what I'm looking at 
is something more fundamental than that. 


When I first got into this game, hams were a breed apart from most folks. 
Economic class, race, politics, and the rest of the garbage that divides our 
society meant little or nothing; if you had that ticket, you were a member of 
the Brotherhood. A man or woman was judged on his/her operating skills and 
technical expertise. A lot of that old spirit still exists on 160 metres (tho 
that's changing too), and here on BOATANCHORS; the junior high school kid can 
sit down at his/her keyboard and correct the errors in a message from an 
Electrical Engineering professor! No egos are at stake here; I think all of us 


are here out of the loving of the game, and eagerly welcome any source that can 
add to the general knowledge of our eccentric field of endeavor. 


"Brotherhood" it was, too. It used to be that if you parked in a strange 
town with a set of call letter license plates and an outrageous antenna on your 
car, when you returned there'd be a QSL card or a note under your windshield 
wiper, often accompanied by an invitation to visit one of the locals. At the 
very least, as you drove along someone would spot your plates and tap out H I 
on his horn! 


The guys who raised me in this game (I won't call them "Elmers"; I've always 
hated that term!) were, even more than great hams, outstanding human beings. 
All of them were generous with thier time, technical expertise, and even equip- 
ment. 


When I built my 813 CW rig, it was Harold, W9VRS (SK) who dug into his stash 
of gear for a lot of the small odds and ends that went into that rig. It was my 
HS electronics shop teacher, Bob, W90IB, who offered counsel and advice on the 
design. Reuben, K9ANM/K9ORP, provided the 813 from a stash that he "liberated" 
from the U. S. Army when he was mustered out. WIVRS jumped in again when I 
couldn't get the final neutralized, and Smitty, WA9CZR, sat on the air fora 
few hours, giving critical reports as I struggled to get the time sequenced 
keying fine tuned and the chirp out of the VFO. 


Somehow, I have trouble envisioning that kind of help from and cooperation 
among the fraternity these days. Everybody seems to be too busy getting on the 
list to work the latest DX on Googoo Island or wherever, bragging about the hi 
tech (and hi priced) riceboxs they've just bought, or polishing thier egos by 
attempting to uphold thier self declared superiority as "official" stations of 
of officious (and usually dubious) organizations on "official" frequencies. 


"Flaming" isn't just a phenomenon of cyberspace. If you wanna hear the aural 
version of it, just check out 14,312 KHz some weekday! We've always had cranks 
and vicious bastards on the ham bands, but they were pale when compared to the 
current crop of S.0.B.s; the cranks of old were unpleasant, but on the air at 
least, they were ALWAYS gentlemen! On the air verbal abuse just wasn't done, 
and obscenity, even a mild "hell" or "damn", was UNTHINKABLE (tho inadvertent, 
mild explitives that occasionally slipped out were usually diplomatically 
ignored!). 


I dunno... Maybe this preaching I'm doing is just another sign of incipient 
Old Fartdom descending upon me 77) 


As I look back on the piece of ham radio I've known so far, I have to borrow 
a line from the old Grateful Dead song, "Truckin'": 


"...What a long, strange trip it's been..." 


Enough. Let's sing the Doxology and dismiss this sermon!
